They were finely attired; e of them had 
their Heads neatly dreſt by their on Wo- 
men which came along with them, and had 
Painted, their Faces. Tliey had been alſo in- 
ſtructed by their Govyerneſſes how to behave 
themſelves towards Oris, to gain his Fa- 
your; not to turn away when he came to 
them, not to be coy hen he touched them, 
to permit him to kiſs them, and many other 
Amatory Inſtructions practiſed by Women 
who expoſed their Beauty to Sale.: Each 
contended to out · vie the ther in handſome- 
be clothed with a rich Robe, nor to put on 
a various: coloured Veſt, nor to be Waſhed; 
but calling upon the Grecian and Elenthe- 
rian Gods: ſhe cried out upon her Fathers 
Name, cxecrating herſelf to her Father; 
She thought the Robe which ſhe ſhould 
put on Was a manifeſt ſign of Bondage.

All therefore 
to whom Cyrus ſhewed it admiring it, he 
was much taken with the Jewel, and went

rus: being pleaſed with this Anſwer, kiſ⸗ 
ſed Aſpaſia All theſe Actions and Speeches 
Cyrus writ in a Letter which he ſent toge- 
ther with the Chain to his Mother; and Pa: 
ryſatis receiving the Preſent was no leſs de 
lighted with the News than with the Gold, 
for which ſhe requited Aſpaſia with great 
and Royal Gifts; for this pleaſcd her above 
all things, that though Aſpaſia were chief 
affected by her Son, yet in the love of a 
ſe, Pn to be an _— . ts

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ther. Aſpaſia praiſed the Gifts, but ſaid ſhe 
had no need of them; (forthere was much 
Money ſent with the Preſents) but ſent , 
them to Cyrus, ſaying, « To you who main- 
< tain many Men this may be uſeful : For 
“ me it is enough that you love me and are 
« my Ornament. With theſe things, as it 
ſeemeth, ſhe much aſtoniſhed Cyrus, And 
indeed the Woman was without diſpute ad- 
mirable for her perſonal Beauty, but much 
more for the nobleneſs of her Mind. When 
Cyrus was ſlain in the fight againſt his Bro- 
ther, and his Army taken, Priſoners, with 
the reſt of the Prey ſhe was taken not fal- 
ling accidentally into the Enemies Hands, 
but ſought for with much diligence by 
King Artaxerxes, forhe had heard her Fame 
and Virtne. When they broughther bound, 
he was angry, and caſt thoſe that did it in- 
o Priſon. He commanded that a rich 
Robe ſhould be given her: Which ſhe hear- 
Ing, intreated with Tears and Lamentation 
har ſhe might not put on the Garment the 
ing appointed, for ſhe mourned exceed- 
Ingly for Cyrus. But when ſhe had put it 
bn, ſhe appeared the faireſt of all Women, 
and Artaxerxes Was immediately farpriſed 
and inflamed with love of her. He valued 
er beyond all che reſt of his Women, re- 
ein her infinirely. He endeavoured to 
* gratiate himſelf into her Fayour, hoping 
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to . b forget Cyrus, and to love bind 
no leſ then ſhe had done his Brother; but 
it was long before He could compaſs it. For 
the affection of Aſpaſia to Cyrus had taken 
ſo deep Impreſſion, that it could not caſily 
be rooted out. Long after this, Teridates, 
the Eunuch died, who was the moſt beay- 
tiful Youth in Ada. He had full ſurpaſſed 
Child - hood, and was reckoned among the 
| Youths. The King was faid to have loved 
bim exceedingly: He was infinitely gricyed 
and troubled at his Death, and there was an 
univerſal mourning throughout Aa, every 
one endeavouring to gratify the King herein; 
and none durſt venture to come to him and 
comfort him, for they thought his Paſſion 
Would not admit any conſolation. Threc 
Days being paſt, Aſpaſia taking a mouri. 
ing Robe as the King was going to the Bath, 
ood weeping; her Eyes caſt on the ground. 
He ſeeing her, wondered, and re the 
reaſon of her coming. She aid, © Icome, 
O King, to comfort your grief and Affli- 
« ion, if you ſo pleaſe; otherwiſe I ſhall 
4 go back. The Perſian pleaſed with this 
Care, commanded that ſhe ſhould retire to 
her Chamber, and wait his coming. As ſoon 
as he returned, he put the Veſt of the Eunuch 
upon Aſpaſa, which did in a manner fit 
her: And by this means her Beauty appcar- 


ed with m—_ ſplendour to the King's 6 
who 
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WhO much affected the Youth, And 

once pleaſed here with, he deſired her to come 
always to him in that Dreſs, until the height 
of his Grief were allayed: Which to pleaſe 
him ſhe did. Thus more than all his other 
Women, or his own Son and Kindred, ſhe 


comforted Artaxerxes, and relieved his Sor- 


row ; the King being pleaſed with her Care, 


and prudently admitting her Conſolation.

Ing very remarkable Paſſages. 


"HE Prefenceof this King being requi- 
red to be with his Army,whither he was 
going, at Linlithgo, whilſt he was at Veſpers in 
the Church; there entered an old Man, the 
Hair of his Head being Red, inclining to 
Yellow, hanging down on his Shoulders ; 
his Forchead ſleek thro' baldneſs, are-head- 
ed, in a long Coat of a.ruflet Colour, girt 
with a linnen Girdle about his Loins; in the 
reſt of his Aſpect, he was very venerable: 
He preſſed thro the Crowd to come to the 
King: When he came to him, he lcaned 
upon the Chair on which the King ſate, with 
a kind of ruſtick Simplicity, and beſpoke 
— "_ O King, ſaid he, I am ſent to 
Q 2 warn 
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warn thee, not to proceed in thy intended 
Deen; and if. thou neglecteſt this admoni- 
tion, neither thou nor thy Followers ſhall 
proſper. I am alſo commanded to tell thee, 
that thou ſhould ſt not uſe the Familiarity, In. 
timacy, and Councel of Women ; which if 
thou doſt, it will redound to thy Ignominy and 
Loſs. Having thus ſpoken, he withdrew 
himſelf into the Crowd ; and when the King 
inquired for him, after Prayers were ended, 
he could not be found; which matter ſeem- 
ed more ſtrange, becauſe none of thoſe who 
Rood next, and obſerved him, as being de- 
ſirous to put many Queſtions to him, were 
ſenſible how he diſappeared; amongſt them;
